50 Years of Church I.lfe Celebrated by 
the Second Congregational Church. 

The semi-centennial celebration of tbe 
Second Congregational church, which was 
held yesterday, was an event which will 
long ba remembered by all who participated 
therein. Tbe careful preparations which bad 
been made were carried out without a mar of 
any kind, tbe weather was all that could be 
desired, and large audiences were in attend¬ 
ance at both tbe afternoon aud evening 
services. That of the afternoon was marked 
by tbe large number of persons present who 
are well along on the journey of 
life; old acquaintances were renewed, old 
scenes and incidents recalled, and tbe past 
church life in a measure lived over again by 
many, some of whom bad not met for ^ 
years and in all probability will never meet .

Of Waterloo, N. V 
Semi-Centennial of 

Chureli. , 

3fy Dear Friends .-It is a rare felicity for ( 
a veteran minister of the Gospel to be 
privileged to return to the Hceue of his 
earliest labor after au interval of nearly 
half a century. As the Apostle Paul said 
to King Agrippa: “Having therefore ob¬ 
tained the help that is from God, I continue 
unto this day so through a gracious Provi¬ 
dence I am permitted to stand in this famil¬ 
iar pulpit and to speak to this beloved 
church on its first jubilee. 

True, it is not the s-iuo audience that 
greeted me fifty years ago, when 1 began my 
i ministry to this people. I came to them fresh 
from the halls of learning, where I had 
spent ten years of my life in preparation for 
the sacred calling to which I was consecrat¬ 
ed by the earnest desires aud fervent 
prayers of pious parents.

A treaty of peace between the United 
States and Great Britain, bringing to a^ close 
what is known as the “war of 18U, was 
signed at Ghent on December 24, 1814, but 
the news did not reach this country until 
the 11th of the following February. 

In the mean time the battle of New 
Orleans had been fought and won by the 
American troops under Jackson on January 
S, and the general kept things on a war foot¬ 
ing for two months afterward, not receiving 
official notice of the declaration of peace 
until March 8. 

Jackson was the “idol of the hour with 
the people of the Crescent City, but there al 
was in Louisiana legislature a faction per- s 
soually opposed to him, so powerful that c. 
when, on February 5, the officers and troops c 
who had defeated the British were formally 
thanked by that body, the name of their r 
commander was omitted. The genera took a 
no notice of the slight, but when, shortly a 
afterwards, a seditious publication calcu¬ 
lated to produce disaffection in the army . 
was put forth by a member of the legislature i 
he ordered the arrest of the author aud < 

his trial by martial law. 

Judge Dominic A. Hall of the United 
States supreme court issued a writ of habeas 
corpus in favor of the arrested man, where¬ 
upon Jackson, considering this action a 
violation of martial law, ordered the arrest 
of the judge aud liis expulsion beyond the 
limits of the city. 

The judge bided his time, and when, on 
March 13, military law was revoked in con¬ 
sequence of the official proclamation of 
peace, he summoned the general before him 
to show cause why lie should not be pun¬ 
ished for contempt of court. 

The "Hero of New Orleaus” obeyed the 
summons with alacrity, and, putting on 
citizen’s clothes, went to the old Spanish- 
built court house in Royal street, which was 
crowded with people anticipating a sensa¬ 
tion. He strode up to the bar amid tremen- 
ous applause and laconically announced his 
presence. The judge was perceptibly 
alarmed by the demonstrations of the 
spectators, and hesitated, whereup on Gener-

Editor Journal I desire to impress upon 
the voters of Monson the great importance 
of their presence at the town meeting next 
Tuesday afternoon. It is evident that tue 
“Committee of Seven” have some scheme to 
spring upon us. Their session was a secret 
one anti not a word can be learned from one 
of tbe seven what they propose to recom¬ 
mend. Why this great privacy? In the 
first place, look at the “Committee of Seven 

_every one a Republican—each attended the 

Republican caucus. Who instigated the 
idea of a committee? Who suggested the 
names that were chosen? Why were not 
the farmers and Democrats considered ! 
Now it is the duty of every farmer to be 
present. It is reported that the “Committee 
of Seven” are to recommend three thousand 
dollars or more for all-night electric light 
service. This is all nonsense—let those who 
have occasion to remain out after midnight 
carry a lamp. Neither do the farmers want 
to gratifv the whims of a few owning fast 
horses and pay for a trotting park on our 
flat. A person interested in macadam at¬ 
tended the secret session and recommended 
four thousand dollars for macadam and two 
thousand dollars for repairs—just the reverse 
of last year. Now what would become of 
our outlying roads? The macadam road is 
a good thing and appreciated by bicycle 
riders and all, and it has been proven the 
cheapest road in the end to build, but one or 
two thousand dollars a year is sufficient to 
expend, and that amount will, within a very 
few years, lay the way from Rogers' store to 
North Monson. . 

The matter of the school appropriation 
wants looking out for. We have a good 
school committee and they have recommend¬ 
ed what they want — now don’t let this 
“Committee of Seven” bulldoze us into 
anything else. We. were caught in that way 
as to our water rates, (but fortunately that 
vote won't stand), taken riglitout of the water 
commissioners’ hands. The school commit¬ 
tee tells us what money they can get along 
with—if the trustees of Monson Academy 
want more let them put their hands in their 
own pockets, not into those of the taxpayers. 
This “Committee of Seven” was all wrong 
anyway. Just because Palmer has it is no 
reason why we should. We voters have 
minds of our own. and tbe time and place 
to talk over the affairs of the town is at the 
regular town meeting—not after one sees 
who the selectmen are. to be. The present 
board are a set of good men—all have done 
business for themselves and can do it for the 
town Let every voter attend the town 
meeting Tuesday, (the law allows you to go 
—it is different from going to a minstrel 
parade), and don’t allow the appropriations 
made and passed upon without a good argu¬ 
ment; and if the town appropriates four 
thousand dollars for macadam roads, see 
that three-quarters of it is put out. on the 
country roads. -A- Voter.

The 
stock in process of manufacture is being 
worked up, and the departments will be 
entirely idle. The shut-down will not 
probably last more than a few months, and 
it is expected that the mills will start again 
in the fall.

The vacuum chamber, when fully collap¬ 
sed, will milk from 10 to 15 cows before it is 
necessary to pump tbe air out of it again, 
the number of cows depending upon tbe 
quanity of milk they give. At any time 
during tlie milking operation the operator 
can step to the pump and pump out a part 
or all of tbe air in the vacuum storage 
chamber. 

When a large number of cows are at¬ 
tached to the machinery at one time it 
would be necessary to have someone at tlie 
pump nearly all the time. 

The milker has found it to be a great labor- 
saving machine, as with it one man can 
milk from 25 to 50 cows per hour, tbe average 
speed of the average man with an average 
lot of cows, under ordinary conditions, 
NEW ENGLAND, being about 55 cows per hour. 

When milked with this machinery the 
cows show no uneasiness, and they give 
milk freely and may be milked dry.

The Memorial Day Exercises. 

Memorial exercises here commenced Sal 
bath morning, when the veterans attended 
the First Congregational church in a body 
and listened to au eloquent sermon by the 
pastor, Rev. M. S. Howard, from the text, 
“Render unto Caesar therefore the things 
that are Caesars, anil to God the things that 
are Gods.” The graves of the comrades at 
Butlerville were decorated in the afternoon, 
and Monday at 9.30 a. in. the memorial 
address was given in the Memorial Metho¬ 
dist church by Rev. William Rice Newhall, 
principal of Wesleyan Academy. The cen¬ 
tral thought was to the effect that the noblest 
monument to the veterans is the United 
States. It was shown that the real issue in 
1801 was not the emancipation of the negro 
race, nor a struggle over state sovereignty, 
nor even the supremacy of democracy; these 
all were subordinate to the large issue of the 
maintenance of the Union. It was not a 
sectional struggle in that it did not have a 
local origin, nor result in a local supremacy. 
The end was not tlie victory of Virginia or 
Massachusetts. It was not a question of 
geography but a crisis of national life, it 
was a light between the New England idea 
of a great free republic based oil individual 
integrity and intelligence, and a mighty 
military empire whose corner stone was 
slavery. The perpetuity of tlie Union was 
hound up with the success of the New Eng¬ 
land idea. Illustrations were given of the 
slow growth of the sentiment of the Union, 
and reference was made to the great leaders, 
both civil and military. The prominent part 
of Massachusetts was also set forth. mis 
is our real birthday. Tlie most fitting me¬ 
morial of the veteran soldiers is the United 
States. It is for us to preserve hy our virtue 
and vigilance, and maintain hy our diligence 
what they by their valor won ; to brand »s 
traitor every man who takes a bribe; to put 
tlie mark of Cain on tlio brow of every 
dictator of the day who, by stirring up strife 
and animosity among neighbors or stat-s 
diminishes respect for the regular procedure 
of law. It is our duty to attend caucus and 
town meeting as promptly as these veterans 
went on picket duty or dress parade The 
realization must he a larger realization of 
our national destiny. The free union of 
states must extend not only over tlie conti¬ 
nent, but include the islands of the sea, yet 
hy peaceable possession. Our nation is too 
great to he bullied and too just to steal. 

* * * On this day lift the little children 
up in your arms to kiss the dear old flag 1 
verily believe it is better to he tlie son of au 
American veteran than to be born the sou of 
a king.” After the exercises, the veterans 
formed in line and accompanied by the West 
Brookfield hand marched to tlie soldiers 
monument and from there proceeded to the 
graves at Woodland Dell and in the Adams 
cemetery: over forty resting places of tlie 
Union dead were visited.

The soldier in barracks does 
not know what he lias done and what has 
been done for him by drill and discipline 
until he comes upon the march or into the 
battlefield. There results consciousness as 
they appear in action. What has the school 
done for you ? What is it doing for you who 
have not yet completed the course? 

lAst us consider this question: 
the function of the school?” To give 
education? But that is the work of a life 
time. Knowledge, accomplishments? Yes. 
But the function of the school is first: 10 
awaken and train faculty. Important as is 
the actual gain of knowledge here, that is of 
far less value than the awakening and train¬ 
ing of power. Method, discipline and force 
are main results. Learning how to use the 
mind is the chief benefit of the school in¬ 
tellectually. Learn to use by using. Learn 
to use well by right methods and discipline 
of will. Discipline is giving temper and 
edge to tools. Method is economy in use of 
tools. Hard, methodical work discipline 

^Second : To create and develop taste. Not 
merely a taste for literature, or science or 
the arts, though that is impo-*--"* 
something larger,—a taste for 
and the beautiful and the good; power of 
criticism and power of appreciation. Ibis 
is culture. James Russell Lowell said 
"That good taste which is the conscience of 
the mind, and that conscience which is the 
good taste of the soul.” St. I aul has sug¬ 
gested the best definition of culture 
I pray, that your love may abound get more 
and more in knowledge an.l all discernment, 
that ye may approve things that are ex¬ 
cellent is to discriminate the true from the 
false the. noble from the base, the beautiful 
from the ugly, and to develop an appetite 
for the true, the noble and the beautiful 
everywhere and in everything. This is one 
of the finest results of school training—a 
result that your teachers care more about 
than your proficiency in special studies. 

Third • To form high ideals, both of cul¬ 
ture and of character. Youth is capacity 
for ideals, but some never grow old. True 
and high ideals are found under the guid 
ance of that taste which has already been 
described. The process of education is 
never merely intellectual, it is also moral 
It goes on not only in the study and the 
class-room, but also in the play-ground, in 
association with teachers and fellow pupils, 
and in the spaces of solitude and silence. 
As knowledge increases and discipline comes 
and taste develops, the power to create for 
one’s self high ideals increases. The real 
aims and ends of life come more and more 
clearly into view. In childhood moral 
habits before principles, but here principles 
in ideals. You are determining what you 
are to be, not as scholars merely, but as 
mature personalities. Education in the 
large sense is the making of a man—the 
making of a woman. Power, taste, ideal 
aims are significant results of your life in 
school. The school that gives you discipline 
of faculty and will, accurate perceptions 
of values and taste for the best, and a high 
culture and character, has done, for you a 
work of immeasurable worth. But it does 
this for you, and as you are cooperative 
react upon teaching, and voluntarily school 
yourselves in the direction in which you are 

g, So e miich for the life in school. The school 
has done its work for you who have finished 
the course. NVhat shall you do now? This 
is but a beginning. You have l*een acting 
as well as acted upon You have received 
an impulse, you have developed an impulse 


great part under the light of your pecul¬ 
iar circumstances in life. But there are 
some general thoughts that have pertinency 
and application to all. 1. Serve by what you 
are and daily become. This after all is the 
most effective sort of service. The loftiness 
of your manifest ideals, the purity of your 
attainments, and the breadth and genuineness 
of your svrapathv—the total force of your 
personality will work ever upon others, to 
dess and help them. For the sake of your 
school and your teachers, for the sake of 
humanity and God, be the best. 2. Serve 
by seeking some positive influential contact 
with the life about you;—not that you may 

enjoy merely, but that you may impart. Be 

ambitious to be helpers. Raise the level of 
life about you. If your taste is higher, lift 
others to that. If your ideals are nobler, 
make them effective for others. If your 
knowledge is wider, make it a common pos¬ 
session. The temptation to withdraw from 
crudeness and inappreciation, resist. True 
culture increases the range of sympathy. 
Give comfort the comfort of sympathy. 

“God give the skill in comfort’s art, 

That thou inayest consecrated he. 

And set apart unto a life of sympathy. 

For heavy lies the weight of ill on every heart, 
And comforters are needed much, 

Of Christ-like touch.” 

Serve by always putting the spiritual 
above the material; the real above seeming. 
Life is more than food, and body than 
rainment. The inversions of life show 
above substance-having above being. 
Stand for the ideal; stand for the highest.

Exercises of Commencement Week at 
Wesleyan Academy. 

This lias been commencement week at 
Wesleyan Academy. The baccalaureate 
services were held in Memorial church Sun¬ 
day morning. The sermon was preached by 
Rev Dr. George Edward Reed, president of 
Dickerson College, Carlisle, l’a. His tlieme 
was “Abiding in tlie faith.’’ taken from 11 
Timothy iii:14-15. In opening the speaker 
compared the experience of the Christian in 
the ‘‘Slough of Despond,” as described by 
Bunyan, with the experience of doubt and 
spiritual despondency sure to overtake every 
earnest soul brought face to face, for the 
first time, with the problems anil specula¬ 
tions of the age. There is a time in the life 
of every earnest thinker when for him to 
doubt is as natural as to breathe, when lie 
challenges all bis accepted beliefs and drifts 
aimlessly upon a wide, tossing sea of un¬ 
belief. Such a period ordinarily comes to 
one when in school or college, when be first 
begins to really think for himself. But* a 
sober second thought should always be given. 

The Bible is a book which possesses the 
most wonderful vitality. It lias been ex¬ 
posed to the crucial fires of a criticism more 
fierce and dea l ly than has ever been hurled 
against any hook, hut it still lives. It can- 
uot die. Here tlie speaker gave a graphic 
account of the three great assaults upon the 
integrity and credibility of the scriptures 
witnessed during the last century, and said 
that in these conflicts the Bible bail come off 
victorious. In conclusion he urged Ins 
young hearers to give heed to the inquistion 
of the text: to continue in the things winch 
they had learned and been assured of: to 
remember from whom they had learned 
them: to glory only in the cross, the symbol 
of the hope of the world.
